Otto Roen Back From 
Conference On. 
Housing Eligibility 








Owners of private houses which 
may be for rent are protected 
from competition with public-own- 
ed dwellings in new rules adopted 
at a conference this week in San 
Francisco, attended by Otto S. 
Roen, executive director of the 
Upland Housing Authority. 

In the new rules, private own- 
ers are protected and at the same 
time it is pointed out that if ten- 
ants cannot find suitable accom- 
modations in their pay scale they 
may be accepted in the public- 
owned places, according to Mr. 
Roen. The conference clarified 
the question of what persons 
would be eligible for occupying 
the public-owned houses.

If an after-school supervised | 
recreational program is maintain- 
ed on the local playgrounds, ap-

Thirty children would be on the 
playground at the parents’ re- 
quest every day, five days a week, | 
while 20 other children would be | 
there on some of the days, it was | 
revealed in a tabulation of re- 
plies.

Four hundred and forty ‘ques- 
tionnaires were distributed and 
the tabulation was based on 292 
replies.

PEST CONTROL LAW 
70 BE ENFORCED 


‘At least one more citrus grove 
in the Upland district may be the 
objective of agricultural law en- 
forcement officers since “teeth” 
are being’ applied to the provision 
requiring use of proper pest con- 
trol methods. 

Court action has already been 
taken against the owners of one 
grove in the western part of Up- 
land, previouslv reported as, being 
in Ontario. The owners will be re- 
quired to either take care of the 
citrus trees or to pull them out. 





Similar action faces all other |, 


grove owners who permit their 
trees to become harboring places 
for citrus pests and thus affect 
adjoining property. 

Harry V. Cavers, of the local 
agricultural department office, 
said that the law is being enforc- 
ed for the first time in the inter- 
ests of aiding the fight against 
citrus pests. Before any court ac- 
tion is taken, however, the grove 
owners are given every * possible 
cooperation and assistance.

Per capital cost of fires in Up- 
land last year was $1.75 “and 
that loss is unnecessary—’. 

Such are the emphatic declara- 
tions of officials of the Upland 
volunteer fire department in an- 
nouncing that annual fire preven- 
tion week is from October 3 to 9.

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MEXICANS WIN IN 
PLUNGE SUIT 


No restrictions can be placed 
prohibiting Mexicans from using 
municipal recreational facilities, 
according to a ruling made in 
Los Angeles yesterday by Federal 


| Judge Leon R. Yankwich. 


The decision was based on 4 
petition instituted in behalf of the 
Mexican-American residents in 
San ‘Bernardino, who charged that 
officials of that city had shown 
discrimination in ‘barring Mexi- 
cans from using the Perris hill 
plunge. 

Opposing attorneys agreed to 
the drafting of a temporary in- 
junction following the federal 
court decision. While the San Ber- 
nardino ‘city officials were aware 
that Mexicans were barred ‘from 
the plunge, no ordinance had been 
‘adopted providing for such action, 
it was pointed out. 

A group of Mexican-American 
citizens has been active in press- 
ing the “no-discrimination” issue 
and when Ignacio Lopez, editor 
of a Mexican newspaper spoke in 
Uppland recently, he said that 
court action was being planned.
